Occupation:  Pensioned  Official  of  the  S  S  at  P/ii&iB.'JJG.

who,  duly  sworn,  states: 

I  am  60  years  of  "go,  of  DUTCH  nation  ".lit-  (EUR.SI  JJ),  born  at 
Meestor  CoRHELIG,  J  .V  ..  I  h  avo  no  permanent  •Rdress  and  I  am  now  living 
at  21  SjPHIEL'.  JJ,  P'lombangT)  I  was  on  my  est"to  (a  small  agriculture  con¬ 
cession)  "t  T.JJDJONG  X.Rj.'G  1.',  M".y  44-8  Juno  44.  (On  8  July  44  1  was  put 
in  prison  of  the  I  GILD3U  "t  TJJDJOHG  KRUG.  Uter  three  days  I  was  inter¬ 
rogated  by  an  officer  of  the  GUN5EI  K  JJ  (the  interrogator  told  mo  this  namo) 

I  was  suspected  of  espionage  and  anti-Japanose-propaganda .  I  denied  this, 
because  I  was  NOT  guilty.  The  Japanese  officer  ordered  four  Indonesian 
policemen,  who  were  in  the  room  to  tie  my  hands  behind  my  back  'with  a  rop3 
"nd  to  put  iron  handcuffs  on  my  hands.  I  was  l"id  down  on  a  bench  (22  inches 
wide)  on  my  back,  my  handcuffed  hands  under  my  body.  I  was  tied  on  this 
bench  with  a  rope  f?*om  top  to  toe.  The  Japanese  interrogator  and  two  other 
Japanese  officers,  who  also  were  in  the  investigation  room,  pressed  burning 
cigarettes  upon  my  -rms  -  the  scars  .re  still  visible.  They  ordered  the 
policemen  to  press  a  piece  of  cloth  upon  my  nose  and  to  pour  w ator  out  of  a 
container  into  my  mouth.  1  h  .u  to  swallow  because  I  could  NOT  bre  athe.  ..fter 
approx.  10  minutes  swallowing  I  fell  unconscious.  I  was  lying  on  this  bench 
for  four  hours.  The  Japanese  officers  wont  :.w  .yaj  I  do  not  know  their  names 
but  should  recognise  them  from  a  photogr'.ph.  One  h".d  cauliflower  oars.  More 
information  ">bout  these  officers  could  be  given  by  the  CHINESE  driver  oi.iployed 
by  them,  named  KL.  TJO  JJ,  living  at  present  at  T  JJDJOI.G  K.JLJJG.  the 

J  P'nese  went  away,  1  was  beaten  for  approx,  A  hour  by  the  four  Indonesian 
policemen.  Ihey  used  a  rott’an  stick  (l  inch  di  metre).  They  boat  my  left  / 
thigh  in  turnTJ  The  names  of  these  policemen  are  ^.CHi<j£D-F.ai)IOJ..OOJB-.  . 
S.JiSOEDIiJ.  efTCH-DJI)  was  the  nrn  in  charge  of  all  the  Indonesian  policemen  in 
the  prison.  He  was  very  cruel,  was  used  by  the  Japanese  as  an  interpreter, 
interrogator  and  when  the  J  p"nese  -were  IDT  present,  he  gave  orders  to  tho 
policemen  to  torture  us.  I  should  recognise  the  policemen  of  this  prison 
from  photographs.  .fter  this  mistreatment,  I  was  brought  back  to  my  cell. 

In  my  cell  were  8  Indonesi  n  criminals.  The  cell  was  2x4  metres. 

Many  times  I  was  called  at  10  o'clock  at  night  and  brought  to  the  interroga¬ 
tion  room,  where  l.L.C”i.uED  interrogated  us.  I  had  to  sit  dovm  on  the  floor, 
when  M. CHIDED  was  NOT  satisfied  with  my  answers,  he  ordered  the  other  police¬ 
men  to  pour  a  bucket  in  my  mouth  "nd  I  haa  to  look  for  several  hours  at  tho 
bright  light  of  an  electric  bulb  (60  Natt ) .  *«hen  the  little  stick  dropped 
out  of  my  mouth,  M .CHIDED  ordered  the  policemen  to  beat  me,  with  a  stick. 
HToreby  a  lest  .  f  "11  the  torturings  which  ii.CK. DED  ordered  the  other  police¬ 
men  to  do  to  me  during  the  investigations: 

1.  to  beat,  me  with  a  stick  on  my  he^d 

2.  to  burn  my  moustache  with  a  burning  cigarette 

3.  to  put  burning  tob-'cco  under  ray  nese,  so  that  the  smoke  came 
into  iny  nose  and  I  started  to  cough  whereupon  I  was  beaten 

4.  to  beat  my  feet  with  a  heavy  stick  many  times 

5.  to  make  me  Kneel  down  for  half  an  hour.  In  the  hollow  of  my 
knees,  the  policemen  put  a  heavy  pole  ana  pressed  this  pole 
downwards  with  the  whole  weight  of  their  bedies 

6.  to  tie  me  for  24  hours  on  my  back  upon  a  bench,  I  had  to  look 

in  the  light  of  an  electric  bulb,  i/hen  I  closed  ray  eyes  M.  .CHUGS) 
ordered  the  policeman  to  pour  water  over  my  face,  until  I  openod 
my  eyes  again. 
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
